Ice Plant Running at Full Ca- 
pacity. 

Tht fear of an ice famine in this 
section is relieved to a great extent 
by the plant of the Paris Ice Company 
resuming operations and is now run- 
ning at its full capacity. 

For several days the plant was out 
of commission as the result of a break 
in the machinery and it was impossi- 
ble to meet the demand made for ice 
from adjoining towns and at the same 
time supply ice to patrons in this city. 

Orders in Paris were cut in half but 
the prica for the manufactured pro- 
duct met with no advance. Carlisle 
probaoly suffered more than any other 
of the surrounding towns, due to the 
fact that it depended wholly upon the 
daily shipments from Paris. 

When the supply ran short and the 
plant was operating: on a scale to meet 
the demand in Paris the shipments to 
Carlisle were cut to less than half. 
Taking advantage of the scarcity of 
iee the distributors there put up the 
orice, but necessity during the heated 
term forced a ready sale. The receiv- 
ers there would not have the chance to 
unload the ice from the car as the 
Carlisle resident* would gobble up the 
supply before it cuuld be placed in 
storage, or on a delivery wagon. 

Millersburg did not surfer much 
from the threatened famine, as last 
winter afforded the opportunity for 
many in that vicinity to fill their ice 
houses which served to relieve the 
situation at that point. With the local 
factory runnnig at full capacity and 
twenty-four hours a day, there is no 
fear now of a famine threatening this 
section again and it will be possible 
for the management to assist other 
cities.

.colored female, making a total of 
739,684 children of cshocl age in the 
State. This year the per capita will 
be $4 40. Over $700,000 more In the 
school fund. This money has been 
collected from various sources such as 
, franchies taxes, State bakns. revenue 
agents, storage accounts, increases in 
the valuation of property in the State 
and through the ^State Inspector and 
Examiner.

ling Company's plant, no part of which 
was overlooked. 

The only possfcle chance for a con - 
tamination of Stoner would have been 
by a small stream running through the 
property and emptying into the former 
stream near the Maysville bridge. This 
little branch was the object of special 
care, having followed it from the dis- 
tillery to its outlet. There was not 
evidence of any material, foul, or 
otherwise,being or having been carried 
by it. 

The authorities there could have had 
no knowledge of my visit, and had 
they, it would have been utterly im- 
possible to have done away with plain 
evidence of neglect or wilful careless- 
ness. 

At the same time, I visited the hol- 
low ground about tke plant, on the 
Hinton farm, where the excrement 
from several hundred cattle was de- 
posited Within two large natural 
basins only the liquid part of this waste 
was thrown, it being carefully separat- 
ed from the solid which was scattered 
about the farm, there to become part of 
the soil and inert. It has been con- 
tended that these basins are connected 
each with the other. They certainly 
are not visibly so connected; personal 
inspection indicating to the contrary. 
If there is a subterranean route its 
most probable outlet would be in the 
immediate neighborhood of the Mays- 
ville bridge, the general topography of 
the ground leading to such conclusions, 
and this, too, one mile below the filtra- 
tion plant. 

I give it, then, as my opinion, that 
that there is no connection whatever 
between these two pools of effete stuff 
and Stoner, much less even a possibili- 
ty of coming in touch with the filter 
plant. 

I personally followed and carefully 
inspected the left bank of Stoner for 
half mile above the bridge and to the 
dam below, where if there was possi- 
bility of pollution, it might have been 
expected. Not one thing was found to 
convince me that pollution <came from 
this source Then, too, the odor gotten 
into the water pipes was not such as 
might have been expected had the 
above been the cau?e. 

These statements, I think, should 
disabuse the minds of the public that 
there is any danger from the Paris Dis- 
tilling Company's plant. However, the 
State Sanitary engineer will visit Paris 
during the summer and go over this 
property, the Water Works Company's 
plant, and all other matters properly 
coming under the supervision of the 
local and State Health Boards. 

Here, too, I desire to sav, that after 
shutting down the Paris Distilling plant, 
I made two or three visits with the 
County Health Officer, and together, 
we suggested that large quantities of 
lime, copperas, etc., be used, and they 
were freely used, not only on all effete 
products, but upon the premises gener- 

As to the delinquency of the Paris 
Water Works plant, I am not entirely 
prepared to say. I do know, however, 
that just as soon as the Superintend- 
ent's attention was called to the mal- 
odorous condition of the water over the 
city generally, he immediately had all 
the filters emptied, cleansed ar.d proper- 
ly refilled with fine crushed rock, sand 
and gravel, such material as is ordinari- 
ly used in all well regulated filtration 
plants. 

As Secretaiy of the Health Board, 
I am free to admit that my knowledge 
of a filter plant is an imperfect one; 
my connection with it being so limited. 
As said in a former communication, the 
bad odor of the Paris water supply was 
most likely caused by excessive heat, 
low water, vegetable decay, and high 
water in some of the streams tributary 
to Stoner; and now, that this matter 
has had time to settle, you will notice 
the absence of all bad odor. 

It will be strongly urged on the Paris 
Water Works Company to keep on 
hand in the future neccessary sand, 
rock and gravel, and to clean filters, 
Mi sses j refill with fresh sand, etc., as often as

Population Center Moving West- 



The center of population of the 
United States is four and one-quarter 
miles south of Unionville, Monroe 
county. Ind.. according to a Census 
Bureau announcement. Since - 1900. 
when it was nx miles southeast of 
Columbus, Ind . it has moved thirtv- 
one miles westward and seven-tenths 
of a mile northward. The westward 
movement was more than twict that 
of the 1890-1900 decade. This accele- 
ration of the westward movement is 
atttibuted by census officials principal- 
ly to the growth of the Pacific and 
Southwestern States. 

The geographical center of the Unit- 
ed States is in Northern Kansas. ~o 
that the center of population, there- 
fore, is about 550 roi'rs erst of the 
gecgriplical certer cf the country.
